The «itywide poll, carried out by Hanech Smeigh for the eupicipality, included 
mre than 100 Arabe among the 990 people surveyed. 


Fourteen percent of the Arabe polled expressed unqualified support for « wmited 
city, while 3) percent eaid they fevered it “under epecial conditions.” The 
poll did sot epecify what “special conditions,” but presumably these referred 
to some sort of Arad self-rule. 


The pol! alec showed thet 6) percent cf the electorate would vote for Teddy Koliet 
ae @yor, slightly gore than voted for his two years ago, while 71 percent would 
vete for « list headed by him. A gunicipal spokesman said thie political part 

of the poll wae paid for by contributions raised by Kolleb himself. 


Sixty-three percent of the Jews polled eaid the city has « better “general 
atmosphere” than any other city in the country. Seventy percent expressed satis- 
faction with the eunicipelity’s handling of the city's wification. 


Three-quartere of the Jews said they opposed placing an Arab flag or « Jordanian 
pollcemen at Muslim holy places.

CABINET DISCUSSES A VARIETY OF ECONOMIC, POLITICAL ISSUES 
JNO51941 Khartoum SUNA in Arabic 1755 GMT 5 Jul 81 


[Excerpts] Khartoum, 5 Jul (SUNA)--President Ja'far Numayri thie morning chaired 
the regular cabinet meeting. The president briefed the cabinet on the recent 
African summit conference in Nairobi, He praised highly the outcome of the 
summit and the trends that emerged during hie meetinge and contacte with African 
leaders. Touching on Libya's role at the conference, President Numayri said 

that thie role aimed at dismembering the OAU, weakening its principles and 

sowing discord and division among the OAU members. 


Foreign Minister Muhammad Mirghani also briefed the meeting on the Sudanese 
role at the OAU ministerial council meetings preceding the summit conference. 


At the outset of the meeting, the cabinet approved a number of bills and agree- 
ments with fraternal and friendly countries. It approved a financial protocol 
between France and Sudan for 1981 under which France will give Sudan about 

200 million france to purchase French commodities. 


The cabinet approved in principle a draft law on the additional loan agreement 
between Sudan and the Abu Dhabi economic development fund to finance the 1981 
spinning project of Haj ‘Abdallah and to finance the setting up of a cotton 
spinning mill at a cost of $35 million. It also approved a draft law on the 
$ll-million loan agreement between the Sudanese Government and the U.S. fund 
for international development to boost the 1981 balance of payments. 


The cabinet approved in principle the trade protocol bill between Sudan and 
Egypt for 1981 amounting to $124.08 million. The cabinet also approved the 
contract for the establishment of a joint bank between the two countries to 
facilitate trade exchange and boost economic development between the two 
countries. 


The cabinet approved in principle a draft law regarding the trade agreement and 
trade protocol between Sudan and Ethiopia for 1981. The protocol was signed 
during President Numayri's visit to Ethiopia in November 1980. Under the protocol, 
the two sides undertake to regulate trade between them and to take control of 

all kinds of illegal trade to wipe out smuggling. 


The cabinet approved in principle a draft law regarding the agreement on agricul- 
tural commodities between the Sudanese Government and the United States for 1981. 
Under the agreement, the U.S. Government will give Sudan $5 million to use in 
purchasing grain and flour.

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"VOP' CITES 'AL~SAFIR' ON INTERNAL SITUATION

[Text] Will Numayri fall like Ibrahim ‘Abbud’ There are mounting wagers that 
Ja'far Numayri is on the way to giving up his powers after having br t Sudan 
to a situation of chaos, inactivity and blind subservience to al-Sadat's regime. 
Nobody can now give a clear-cut answer. But there are important indications of 
things that will undoubtedly lead to Numayri's fall in the future, either by a 
popular eruption and, consequently, his quitting of his place and his withdrawal, 
or by other means, The following is a news report on the situation in Sudan 
based on what the Beirut AL-SAFIR published today, news received from ite London 
correspondent: 





The report says that, based on news coming from Khartoum yesterday, Sudanese 
President Ja'far Numayri and four of his ministers have left Sudan for an 
unidentified destination without any prior announcement. ‘'Izz ad-Din ‘Ali ‘Amir, 
Sudaneee Communist Party Politburo member, said that reports from Khartoum say 
that Sudanese Vice President ‘Abd al-Majid Khalil left Sudan with hie family and 
requested asylum in Morocco. Al-Baqir ‘Abdallah, spokesman of the Sudanese 
Democratic Union Party, stressed this news, which was announced at a popular 
rally organized by the Sudanese progressive grouping and the Egyptian opposition, 
‘Izz ad-Din ‘Ali ‘Amir and Khalid Muhyi ad-Din, secretary general of the Egyptian 
National Progressive Unionist Grouping Party, were the main speakers at the rally. 


Muhyi ad-Din said that the strengthening of relations between the regimes of 
al-Sadat and Numayri dictates the establishment of strong relations of cooperation 
between the Egyptian and Sudanese patriotic and democratic forces, the Lebanese 
nationalist movement and the PLO in order to rectify the situation in the Arab 
world, 


‘Amir said that Camp David is the greatest American victory in the region in quite 
some time. Al-Sadat sold the victories of the Egyptian army to the Americans 

and the Israelis. Today, al-Sadat is the friend of Numayri and Oman's Sultan 
Qabus. He added that Sudan is undergoing revolutionary circumstances these 

days which may develop into more than the 1964 revolution. He said that the 
revolution is led by the working strata despite oppression and terrorism. 
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It was announced that Muhyi ad-Din will leave for Damascus today, Sunday, to 
participate in the conference of solidarity with Syria and the Palestinian 
resistance which will last until 25 June. 


Meanwhile, the Sudanese patriotic soldiers and officers military front ieaued 
a statement in London, It stressed ite determination to destroy the regime 

of Sudanese President Ja'far Numayri, It said that it is mobilizing the 
Sudanese people to achieve this goal, It added that the Sudanese armed forces, 
which are witnessing the abhorrent crimes committed by Numayri, ‘(11 not 
remain idle. These forces will adopt a decisive decision to sav: Sudan. 


In another development, bank sources said that Numayri transferred $6 million 
in iron boxes by a special plane which landed in Athens airport last week 

en route to Switzerland, The money was deposited in a Swiss bank in the name 
of one of Numayri's relatives. The sources added that this was done when 
Numayri declared his intention to resign office and live abroad.

[Report on Laterview with ve al-Patih al-T' jani, Minieter of Finance and 
Economics in the Regional Government of Kordofan: "The Minister of Finance 
and Economics in the Province of Kordofan Telle AL-AYYAM, ‘The Principle 

of Establishing 4 Provincial Government To Deal with the Problems of the 
Province at Close Range is a Very Sound Principle; We Are Making « Common 
Effort by Laying Down the Foundations That Guarantee the Financial Indepen- 
dence of Regional Rule’ ") 


[Text] During this interview which we conducted with Dr al-Patih 
al-Tijani, the @inister of finance and economics in the regional govern- 
ment of Kordofan, his excellency was talking about evaluating bis 
experience during the past period and the financial aspects that are tied 
to the region. Among the most prominent of these are the general features 


of the regional budget and the development budget. 


He says, “The principle of establishing 4 regional government to deal 
with the problems of the region at close range is very sound. It transfers 
the decision-making power to the local authority, and herein lies the 
foundation for the success of regional rule. | sccepted this chargé on the 
basis of this setion because I know how difficult it is to manage a 
unified Sudan on 4 centralized basis. 


"The practices which we've experienced in the past brief period have con- 
firmed that regional rule cannot succeed unless it can act freely and make 
decisions quickly without consulting with Khartoum about daily adminis- 
trative matters. But the experience in the past brief period has indicated 
that so far this understanding has not been entrenched in the winds of 
lows) brothers in the central executive agency. They may have an excuse, 
however, since the experiment is new and exploratory, requiring 4 Little 
time so that its foundations can be established and everybody's understan- 
ding of it can be turthered. 





‘We are mow making 4 common effort by laying down the foundations that 
guarantee the financial independence of regional rule.” 
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The Financial Position 


"The budget of the region for the past period and until 30/6/81 has been 
an interim budget that was intended to provide the necessary appropria- 
tions for carrying out the administrative activities of the regional 
government, We did in fact spend the money for these activities, 


"The remaining budgets were those of the local popular rule which were 
approved last year. We guided performance in those budgets, snd we are 
still doing se. This cannot be completed before we can close Lhe accounts. 
We have plane for closing these accounts on 30 September of this year. 


"As tar as the new fiscal year is concerned, we did prepare suggestions 
for the general budget of the region and «a development budget as well. 

[ Both) were discussed with the ministries of Finance and national economy 
and the ministry of national planning; (both) were approved by the 
venerable Council of Minteters.” The principal features of the region's 
budget may be summarized as follows: 


The General Budget: 
~=Existing organitations and government agencies are to be strengthened, 


~-Spending on the first section of the budget is to be reduced by not 
hiring new people except for positions that are required by necessity. 
These were defined as positions in health, education and security. 


~-Objective estimates of spending items such a8 Good supplies!) and others are to 
be made, so that the budget can be « real budget and we would not resort 

to sanctioning central needs, something that would require considerable 

trattic between the region and Khartoum. 


The Development Budget and Its Most laportant Features 


~=The development budget concentrates on strengthening water services by 
preserving existing wells and excavations as well as by building new 
stations in the production areas to ease the food crisis trom which the 
region is currently suffering. 


~=1t strengthens health and education services by concentrating on com 
pleting the health projects on which work had begun and increasing the 
oumber of elementary schools so a8 to increase the ratio of students the 
schools can eccommodate in the years of study. 


~=tt surveys and plans agricultural land which is currently known by 
mechanized agriculture outside the [contest of ) planning. 


~=lt carries out studies that would make it possible to draw up 4 scien- 
tific economic plan tor the development of the region. Among these studies 
are (the following): 
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wwA study of Hatural and human resources in the region, 


wwA feasibility study of the internal toads tn the region. 


wwA teasibility etudy fer the establishment of the Kordotan Transport 
Company. 


wwA study to strengthen the al-Ubayyid Hospital. 
~wA study to restore the Abu Jabal Bay Project. 
Provisions 


it became evident trom our practices during the past period that the 
region was sulfering trom a major shortage in provisions. This is the 
result of two principal reasons. They are: 


~The region's emall share of provisions. 
~=Some negligence regarding certified provisions. 


"To correct thie matter, we set up the necessary controls to prevent neg- 
ligence in provisions and in finances. An agreement was also reached 
between us and the brothers in the Ministry of Trade on the redistribution 
of quotes among the regions after the objective study that we are cur- 
rently carrying out. We have also established the necessary agencies to 
administer provisions by consolidating the provisions office in Khartoum 
and strengthening it so it can communicate quickly with Port Sudan, with 
al-Ubayyid and with Kadugli.” 


industry 


"The 1980 Standard lnavestment Law specified 22 industries to be under the 
authorities of the regional government, but we have not yet carried out 
serious action to speak of in this regard. Taking our time is part of our 
programs so that we can study the actual needs of the region in the field 
of industry and can evaluate existing industries. It is also our point of 
view that we should focus on food production first and on providing basic 
services (second) before we embark upon major industrial projects. There 
are light tndustries, such as mechanised bakeries, that do not require 
lengthy studies. We have approved those because of the direct effects 
they would have on helping reduce the dangers of desert encroachment since 
they do not depend on lumber.” 


The Affairs of Employees and Individuals 


"Ws are mow Listing all those who are employed in the region, and we have 
actually begun redistributing them to the government agencies that have 

a4 shortage. A team from the Ministry of Service and Administrative Retorm 
is also working with us on devising service structures in the region and 
setting up job descriptions for all the employees in the various 
facilities.”

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CENTRAL REGION DEVELOPMENT DISCUSSED 
Khartoum AL-AYYAM in Arabic 20 May 81 p 6 


[Report on Interview with Dr ‘Ali Muhammed al-Hasan, Dean of the College 
of Economics and Rural Development in the University of al-Jagirah by 
SUNA: “The Province as Seen by the World of Economics”) 


[Text ) Nine characteristics of the central region, and 
a call tor specialiaed development. 

Giving citizens material and concrete evidence to con- 
vince them that regional rule is feasible is among the 
responsibilities of the leaders of the region. 


De ‘All Muhammad al-Hasan is one of our young scientists who is well- 
versed in economic affairs. He received his masters degree in economics 
from the United States of America and his doctorate in economics from the 
United Kingdom. He was employed as a lecturer ot Khartoum University and 
as director of the Counci! of Economic and Social Studies. Recently [he 
was appointed) dean of the College of Economics and Rural Development in 
the University of al-Jazirah. in May 1980 he was chosen by Mr Abu al-Qasiea 
Hashim, the appointed governor of the central region, to head the Tech- 
nical Committee for Economic Studies on Regional Rule in the central 
region. We met with Dr ‘Ali Muhammad al-Hasan in his office at the Univer- 
sity of al-—Jatirah. He was almost finished with the final report on this 
study. We wanted the interview to be an examination of the ideas and obser- 
vations he formulated on his analysis and his examination of the economic 
question in the central region. The outcome of the interview which lasted 
1 hour and « half was as we set forth in the following paragraphs. 


What Ie Required To Realise the Aspirations of the Masses of the Region 


Dr ‘Ali Muhammad al-Hasan says, “Today the principle of regional rule in 
Sudan has become acceptable to the masses for reasons that pertain to the 
size of Sudan, the difficulty of communications and all the difficulties 
that are related to the inability of regional [sic?) rule to deliver 
services to the masses from Khartoum. But the central region has charac- 
teristics and features that distinguish it from the other regions in 
Sudan. Setting of f these characteristics and features is not an attempt to 
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show preference to this region over others, but it is rather lan effore) 
to enable those who are making plans for the establishment of regional 
rule and those whe will implement it to deal with the problems of the 
region through these obvious characteristics that distinguish the central 
region.” 


De ‘Ali Muhammad aleHasan defines these characteristics in nine points. 
Population Density 


"In looking over some of the statistics on population density in the 
central region, we find that more than one fourth of the population of 
Sudan live in this region. in 1980-1981 the population of the region was 
5,086,965 persons. This figure represents about 286 percent of the popula- 
tion of Sudan and 37.6 percent of the total population of the five nor- 
thern regions, not including the southern region. Perhaps one of the 
statistics at which we must pause is that which indicates chat the popula- 
tion of one of the three provinces of the region and the population of 
al-Jasirah exceed the total population in any of the other four regions 
and the other three provinces of the region. In fact, [that Reseal is 
slightly more than double the population of an entire region. For example, 
the number of people in the northern region is 1,091,668 persons, whereas 
the population of al-Jagirah Province is 2.8 million persons. That is 

more than double the population of the northern region. This characteris- 
tic of the central region must be taken into consideration on the regional 
or the country-wide level when plans are being made for the establishment 
of regional rule. 


The Contribution of the Central Region to the National Product 


The central region indisputably represents the focal point of Sudan's 
economy. Due to the absence of reliable statistics on the distribution of 
the sources of the national product among the various provinces of Sudan, 
we estimated the contribution of the central region to be about 40 percent 
of Sudan's GNP. This ratio is distributed among the various economic 
sectors. In addition to its high contribution to Sudan's GNP, the central 
region also contributes the lion's share of Sudan's exports and of Sudan's 
foreign currency proceeds.” 


Setcing Up National Projects in the Region 


"As a result of the geographical location and the climate of this region 
the major national projects in the agricultural, industrial and services 
sector were set up in it. The huge al-Jagirah project has a central 
position in the region. In the outskirts of the region suger projects were 
established in Sannar, ('Aslayah) and Kinanah; agricultural projects 
were established in al-Suki, Abu Na'emah, the Blue Nile and the White 
Nile; and roads projects and the University of al-Jazirah [were also estab- 
lished]. Plans are also being made for the establishment of other projects 
in various areas. Among the effects of the fact that these projects were 
set up in the central region is the fact that the financial comitments of 
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the region rose to meet the increasing demand for goods and essential 
services there, These include security, health, educational and other 
services. in other words, if national projects are set up in a certain 
region of the country, the administrative machinery in that region assumes 
linancial obligations that result trom the mere presence of a major 
project such as the aleJagirah project, tor example. This is because the 
migrants who come into the region to take part in the production 
[activities) of a project impose additional obligations on the region or 
on the province in the form of [demand for) services. This is evident in 
the provinces of al-Jagirah and the White Nile following the establishment 
of the major projects in these two provinces. There we noticed, for 
example, that the cost of services in recent years in the southern area of 
the White Nile has risen sharply. We have found no explanation for this 
rise other than that of the establishment of national projects in this 
area of the province.” 


Migtation into the Region 


De ‘All Muhammad al-Hasan says, "Relying on the data of the population 
census which was completed in April 1973, the Six-Year Plan indicated 
that the number of persons who migrated from the various provinces in 
1973 was 1.2 million. Those people moved from specific areas to other 
provinces. According to the 1956 census, however, the number of migrants 
among the provinces in 1956 amounted to 400,000. This means that between 
1956 and 1973 internal migration had tripled. 


"The tigures that are mentioned in the 1973 Census indicate that the most 
important centers which are attracting internal migration are, first, the 
province of Khartoum, with about 30.6 percent of total internal migrants. 
It is tollowed by the central region to which about 26.9 percent of the 
total migrants migrated. Then comes the province of Kassala with 10.7 
percent of the migrarts. Accordingly, these figures indicate that the 
central region and Khartoum are the areas that receive internal migrants 
from other regions most willingly. If internal migration has tripled from 
1956 to 1973, our observations, which we cannot support by figures because 
we do not have these figures, (suggest) chat there has been a major 
increase in internal migration from 1973 co 1980. That ratio of increase 
is considered higher than che former ratios which occurred between 1956 
and 1973. Our observations also indicate that migration to the central 
region has also risen quite sharply." 


Secial Indicators 


And here Dr ‘Ali Muhammad al-Hasan says, “It was the four previous charac- 
teristics that led to the disparity of the social indicators in the 
region, but not in the other regions. The introduction, the spread and the 
conselidation of educational services in the provinces of al-Jazirah and 
the White Nile attest to that. The relative spread of health, religious 
and other services is a feature that distinguishes this region from other 
regions. To prove the existence of this feature in this region, available 
statistics make this matter quite clear.” 
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The Kegion as 4 Model tur Specialized Development 


"The region is playing an important role [in the country's development } 
now that trucks go through the region's roads from the port to the center 
of the country. We would not be exaggerating were we to add that the cure 
rent economic, geographic and social reality of the country may force us 
one day to reconsider the matter of the national capital so that it would 
become the city of (Wad Madani). This is because all geographic, economic 
and other indicators support this trend. Furthermore, the city of (Wad 
Madani) was once the capital of the country." 


The Diversity of Natural Resources 


Dr ‘Ali Muhammad al-Hasan continues his discussion in that area and says, 
"There is no region in Sudan whose natural resources are as diverse as 
those of the central region. This region has vast utilized and unutilized 
agricultural lands; it has rainfall and man-made irrigation systems; ic 
has a large animal resource--the White Nile Province is considered the 
second province in Sudan in animal resources. The region has the capabili- 
ties tor industrial growth: paved roads, electricity and manpower. It also 
has the infrastructures for the establishment of industrial development. 


"The diversity of the natural capabilities and the multiplicity of the 
sources of revenue in the central region can be utilized in the attempt 
to plan for local development on a specialized basis. This means that 
every one of the three provinces of the region would specialize in a cer- 
tain area of economic production because climatic and natural conditions 
make this possible and provide the foundations and the trameworks for 
these specializations. The province of al-Jazirah specializes in agricul- 
tural production because it has the capabilicies for building an advanced 
agriculture in that province. 


"The Blue Nile Province specializes in industry and agricultural industria- 
ligation because it has numerous traditional and modern industries. This 
means that some parts of the infrastructure which are necessary tor buil- 
ding an industrial sector are available in this province. 


"The Blue Nile Province has a large amount of raw materials thet can be 
harnessed for the establishment and support of existing factories in the 
areas of textiles, compressed wood, paper, mineral industries and cement. 


"As far as the White Nile Province is concerned-<and it is the second 
province in Sudan with regard to the density of animal resources in 
addition to the tremendous fish resources which abound there--it is the 
proximity of the province to the major centers of consumption, especially 
atcer the Jabal Awliya' al-Dawim Road is completed, that will make the 
province develop its economic activity in the production of dairy 
products, fish and fish products." 


Making the Masses of the Region Aware and Satisfied with Regional Rule 
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Dr ‘All Muhammad alelHasan deals with this characteristic and says, "This 
characteristic forces those who are carrying out regional rule in the 
central region to take it into consideration. We all know that regional 
rule has been «a popular desire in the various regions of Sudan: the south, 
the west and the east. The masses have expressed this desire in various 
Ways which in some regions reached the point of violence. When regional 
rule was established in che south, [its] political and social success 

was the best indication of what | am saying. However, we are saying that 
the motives that were and still are behind the great enthusiasm for estab- 
lishing cegional rule in most of the regions where such rule has been 
determined are lacking in the central region. If our senses are true, 

this means that the responsibility which will fall on the shoulders of 
those who will be charged with carrying out this rule in this region will 
be a greater and a more difficult responsibility. lt will also be a more 
yensitive responsibility than that of their counterparts in the other 
regions of Sudan. The responsibility of the leaders of the central region 
includes providing material and concrete evidence to convince the citizens 
of the region that this kind of rule is feasible. In addition, the leaders 
of the region have the responsibility of managing the region well and 
developing its resources."
